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It PAYS TO PAY 

The French Chamber of Deputies has 
finally decided that France should pay its 
war debt to the United States, under the 
agreement which was framed three years 
ago. The Senate is expected to concur, 
and thus close another chapter in the long 
story of war debt settlements, France is 
the keeper of its own honor and credit. 
But both would have stood better if the 
French parliament had taken this course 
a couple of years ago. United States 
newspapers have of late been saying 
things about France which do not indicate 
that that country would be likely to get 
help, financial or other, from the United 
States should it again need help. In the 
long run it pays to pay. 


OFF THE LINE 

The completion of the Hudson Bay 
railway has left Winnipeg side-tracked 
should it turn out to be a great wheat ex- 
porting route. Prince Albert, Saskatoon, 
and Regina are all closer to Churchill by 
rail than Winnipeg is, and grain from 
these centres would pass the “Gateway” 
city at a distance of two hundred miles, 

To somewhat redeem the situation, a 
project is afoot to build a railway from 
Emerson to Churchill, passing east of 
Lake Winnipeg. That would consolidate 
Winnipeg's position in some respects. It 
would certainly do so if there should be a 
large grain movement from Dakota to 
Churchill. But it would not put Winnipeg 
on the route from the Canadian wheat belt 
to Churchill. Nothing can do that. The 
“On to the Bay” association must be won- 
dering just now why it was so anxious to 
have the Hudson Bay railway built. 


It will be very generally hoped that the 
negotiations now proceeding with the Pro- 
vincial Government will result in the re- 
starting of the salt works at McMurray. 
The closing of that industry was in itself 
a hardship upon those who had invested 
money in it, to the considerable number of 
employees, and to the district. It was a 
dampening influence, too, upon the invest- 
ment of capital in other Alberta industrial 
undertakings 

It is particularly important that any- 
thing in reason should be done at this time 
to encourage the development of mineral 
resources In the northern half of this 
province. Millions are now being spent on 
such development work in northern Mani- 
toba and Saskatchewan, and attention has 
thus been called to the opportunities for 
this branch of enterprise in northern Can- 
ada generally. These favoring conditions 
may not continue indefinitely, and it would 
be well to take advantage of them, 


A SHAM BATTLE 


Hon. N. W. Rowell has been trying to 
persuade the Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council that the framers of the Bri- 
tish North America Act intended the word 
“person” to denote either a man or a 
woman; and that women are therefore, 
and always have been, eligible for appoint- 
ment to the Canadian Senate 
interesting to see whether he succeeded. 
But the women will not be admitted or 
barred according to the Lords’ opinion of 
the correctness of Mr. Rowell’s reasoning. 
Sooner or later they will be admitted any- 
way. But sooner if the Lords accept their 
interpretation of “person” than if they 
have to wait for an amendment of the Act 

Women are now eligible for election to 
the House of Commons, have been for 
some years, and are thus legally qualified 
for posts in the Dominion cabinet. Since

DO YOU LAT THE ICING FIRST? 


As I have occasion now and then 
to sit at table at a boarding school 
with a company of children of all 
ages, 1 made the familiar observation 
that some eat the icing of their cake 
first, perhaps most take it as it comes 
and cut straight through, and a few 
take off the icing and gave it for last, 
This little variation in habit has no 
telltale significance, but it has sug- 
gestive value, 

The psychologist experimenting on 
animal behavior devised the “delayed 
reaction” test. Of three food-boxes 
just alike, two are 
locked and one 
unlocked, some- 
times one and 
sometimes anoth- 
er; over the un- 
locked one there 
burns an electric 
light. The prob- 
lem of the anima! 
is to learn to go 
to the lighted box; 
and a rat. will 
learn that in time 
quite as well asa 
small boy can lo- 
cate the jam on the pantry self 
: Now comes the delayed reaction, 
The animal is held while the light 
burning, then the light is put out and 
the observer notes whether, when he- 
leased, the animal will go to the right 
box, The rat’s limit of vlelay is five 
seconds; cats can hold the right box 
in mind for eighteen seconds: dogs 
‘rom one to three minutes; children 
(in @ similar experiment) increased 
the {interval from twenty seconds at 
the age of 15 months, to fifty seconds 
at the age of 214 years and to twenty 
minutes or more at the age of 5 
years, 

While this is mainly a memory test 
it involves the general habit of hold- 
jog things in mind for future action, 
The state of readiness for action per- 
sists, and when released the learned 
pattern is followed.

This principle works as well for 
othr emotional responses, @hen angry 
count ten before you speak advises a 
delayed reaction as the wiser one. 
Gradually we move away from the 
simpler situations suited to child psy- 
chology to the more general emotional 
ones of the mature character 

We plan our work as well as our 
pleasures far ahead and lead up to 
our climaxes, and in so doing estab- 
lish a subtle fondness for a graded 
pleasure, avoiding an anti-climax by 
eating the icing first, We become 
esthelically prudent, not merely prac- 
tically s0, The measured and delayed 
reaction gets built into our general 
emotional behavior. We don't want 
to spoil an effect for ourselves or 
others by precipitation Maildren find 
it hard to keep a secret or a surprise; 
in the adult control the habit is es- 
tablished in matters of larger conse- 
quence and is then reflected or echoed 
in so trivial a matter as the “icing” 
test 

There is another side to every such 
choice between holding back and let- 
ting go. By too much reflection we 
lose the natural joy of letting go; we 
become overinhibited, acquire the in- 
hibition habit. In this group of schoo) 
children the two known to me as 
markedly shy and inhibited saved the 
icing for last, and the two most im- 
pulsive children ate little more than 
the icing; both of which observations 
are just trifles to show which way 
the wind blows. However constantly 
prudence may be a virtue in practical 
measures, we most not in our enjoy- 
ments be too much like Mrs. Gilpin, 
who, “though on pleasure bent, had 
a frugal mind.” Pleasuring is letting 
go; and if, when we indulge occasion- 
ally, we can't enjoy the meal for 
thought of that slip of oper, which 
the waiter so thoughtfully places face 
down—<delaying the shock as long as 
possible—we haven't quite reached the 
mest favorable disposition of our 
pleasuring budget, Perhaps the safe 
medium way is to take things as they 
come and just bite through icing and
